Ha waa aeoompaalad by Alezaadar 
McQneana, who acted as body-guard. 
Iloth men were well armed and had 
no thought of any Rpecinl danger. 
Jnst aa they had ttimml a bend 
In the road a weli-aimud shot came 
whistling from on ambtub among the trees 
aad MeCinra fail from hia bona. Tte 
body-guard, atartled by tte aaddannaas of 
the attack, hesitated a momaot^ and tha 
ili'lnv, though only momentary, waa long 
enough to give the concealed assassins 
the advantage they needed Ibfee morj 
shots completed the deadly work.

BiRiiiBOBAM, Ala,, Oct IL— The people 
of Tnacalooso, a small town flflT-aiz mllee 
sonthwaat of this city, ara ezcitad by the 
mysterious murder ot four colored paople 
within ten daya Tha first viptim waa 
John Hilt, a respected machanic, who waa 
supposed to have teen murdered for hia 
money. Hia dead body was found on the 
streat ona morning with bla throat cot and 
flftecB knlfa woonda on tha body. Last 
.Monday tha body of an unknown colored 
man was fonnd In the woods a few miles 
from town, and on Friday the body of 
the third victim wa, found in the river 
near by, the throats of both having been 
out from aar to ear. This morning the 
body of the fourth victim waa found in 
tba woods near town. The oBIcers have 
ao far been unalile to obtain any clew to 
tha perpetrators of the crime. Tha body 
found this morning has not yet been Idan- 
tifled. All tha victims bad their tbroota 
cut With the exception of tte Brat ona, 
the bodies showed BO otfear marka of vio- 
lence. The ooiorad people of tte town 
have been frightened out «{ their wits by 
these crimes.
